Kiwanians heard the meaning of 
training camps held throughout the 
United States the past three w’eeks 
through its president.

this country men who could serve 
and would serve to train other men 
in the w’ork. 
Ho told cf the some­ 
thing 
like 
250 publicantions 
that 
w’ere being issued at this time in 
the United States that were spread­ 
ing treasonable or semi-treasonable 
propaganda, and that t^ere was no 
telling what the result would be. 
and that the training camps of to­ 
day w’ould fit men for tho places 
that were entered by green men at 
a time when trained men were need­ 
ed in the past. 
He urged Kiwanis 
to participate in mobilization day to 
be held September 12, the date when 
General John J. Persisting will retire 
from the head of the United States 
army. 
September 12 is also Persh­ 
ing’s birthday and the event is be­ 
ing observed as mobilization day at 
which time men and women can ex­ 
press their loyalty to America. 
The day’s program was an im­ 
promptu one and was in charge of 
Roy W. Rucker, chairman of the 
educational committee who presid­ 
ed. 
\V. M. Johns made an appeal

HOSTILE CROWDS 
AND KLANSMEN 
WERE IN CLASH 


Four Shot Early Today In 
Disorders at Grove­ 
land, Mass.

HAVERHILL, Mass., 
July 
31.— 
Four men were shot here early to­ 
day when hostile 
crowds 
clashed 
with between 3,000 and 5,000 mem­ 
bers of the Ku Klux Klan who held 
a meeting 
lasting into 
the 
early 
morning on a hill in the neighboring 
town of Groveland .State and local 
police at length quelled the disord­ 
ers, taking into custody 23 men, in­ 
cluding three of the wounded men, 
and confiscated six shot guns, sev­ 
eral revolvers 
and 
quantaties 
of 
ammunition. 
The disorder broke out 
at 
the 
conclusion of a Klan initiation cere­ 
mony on Perry Hill, Groveland and 
continued as nearly 1,000 automo­ 
biles bearing Klansmen from 
Wor­ 
cester. 
Bostcn, 
Springfield 
and 
other cities traveled from the meet­ 
ing place homeward over the road 
toward Haverhill. 
About 
300 
armed 
guards 
sur 
rounded the ten acre field in Grove­ 
land in which the ceremonies w’ere 
in progress 
last 
night, 
witnesses 
said. A crow’d of 
about 
400 
men 
collected outside the fiel^ but al­ 
though hostile, no disturbance arose 
until about I o'clock this 
morning 
when the meeting ended and the 
Klansmen. openly armed, witnesses 
said, marched out of the field beside 
the cars as a measure of precaution 
against attack. Large numbers of 
the Klan group were apparently for­ 
mer service men, w’earing army uni­ 
forms. 
Stones w’ere hurled at 
the 
ma­ 
chines and shots w’ere fired as the 
KlAn members, riding in their cars, 
drove toward Haverhill. 
The firing 
and stone throwing increased as the 
Klansmen entered Haverhill and it 
w’as In Haverhill that all the arrests 
w'ere made, before the last of the 
Klan cars had disappeared. Arrests 
appeared to be evenly divided be­ 
tween persons attending the Klan 
meeting and opposition.

“Is it not a fact that gasoline prices 
vary more throughout the United 
States than do the prices of any other 
product ?” 


The answer is quoted from the Oil and 
Gas Journal issue of June 12,1924: 


“Gasoline prices are more uniform 
than most of the widely utilized com­ 
modities. Thirty-five states have gaso­ 
line taxes varying in amounts from 
I to 4 cents. This fact would necessi­ 
tate a difference in retail prices of as 
great as 4 cents in some states. Crude 
oil is found in a comparatively small 
area of the United States and this 
fact also necessitates variances in the 
retail prices due largely to the differ­ 
ence in transportation costs from the 
( 
crude producing fields and the refin­ 
eries to the gasoline consuming areas. 
The price differences, however, are 
not as great as in many other prod* 
ucts. For instance, a recent monthly | 
survey made by the United States 
Bureau of Labor covering twenty-) 
nine cities scattered throughout the J 
United States showed the following,: 
high and low range in prices in sev-; 
era! commodities: Sirloin steak, 26 to 
61.5 cents per lb.; sugar, 9.6 to 12.7 
cents per Id.; bituminous coal, $4.£0 
to $1740 per ton; flour, 3.3 to 5.5 
cents per lb., and oranges, 27.9 to 
49.5 cents per dozen.
